Sidney Hillman. or more correctly Setiroorl Gil man. war born in Russia in 
1887. At the age of thirteen, he entered Yethivah resolved to restore family 
tradition by becoming a rabbi Bnt Sidney didn't become a rabbi. He believed 
hi* "work" lay with the great Jewish Social Democratic Burnt, a rcilitantly 
revolutionary organization. 

Born with a latent and rnthutiaam for violence, young Sidney learned fact 
in the Bund — thr CIO ol Russia at the torn of the century. In the Revolution 
of 1905-1906 he was among the ' shock troop* of labor" who. beating hack 
" "boargroarae"' resistance with club, knife and gun. seized his native Zagarr He 
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wu appointed a member o( the "proIerariar>°" committee which governed Iht 

lawn — until the oflktal "cossacks" rode in and rrttored Ijw and order. Sidney 
■pent considerable lime in jail. Km. among other imprisoned "workers," be 
mnwd a post-graduate course in Marxist theories. In 1907. following an right* 
month strrtch for revolutionary activity, be fled to England, thro came to 
Amrrira 

On August 10, 1907, Sidney Landed at [.lit* Island . . a political itfogct 
from Europe. For a abort time he waa a stock clerk for Sears. Roebuck and 
Co to Chicago. Nest came six months of unemployment Two years after he 
arrived he became an apprentice pant* cutter. Then, a member of the Americas 
"working dam" lets than three years, Sidney aided in fomenting the fust major 
strike in the clothing industry Ai a result of hia part in the strike he met the 
leading "reformers" attached to Chicago'* pinkish Hull House and got a taste of 
what has become hia driving ambition — recognition and power. 

He made a hit with the leading liberal*, tocul worker* and upliften. They 
helped bring pressure to beat to insure union "gains" through the strike and. in 
appreciation. Sidney became a member of the revolutionary I.W.W. Defense 
Committee The Industrial Workers of the World, a Socialist -Anarchist organi- 
sation, bad burned forest* and wheat field*, engaged to sabotage, violence and 
murder. Some of it* leaders had been jailed and needed "defense." 

The Hull House reformer* then arranged to have Sidney appointed at Chief 
Clerk of the New York Ooak maker*. He came to New York. He established 
himself at the Henry Strret Settlement, founded by multi-millionaire Jacob 
Setoff who helped to finance the abortive 1905 revolution in Russia in which 
Sidney played a ma joe role and lata aided the successful 1917 overthrow of the 
Czar. SchitT s granddaughter. Dorothy Tba.krey i* owner and publisher of the 
Leftist New York Pott now supporting Sidney in hi* revolutionary activity is 
tlw United States. 

It wa» at the Henry Street Settlement that Sidney met Franca Perkim. then » 
leading Go Good rt and subsequently Secretary of Labor in the New Deal Cab- 
inet.

Sidney'* principal duty was to adjust minor complaints of union member*. 
He played up to one group in particular ... the Left-Wing Socialist*, elate to iht 
settlement bouse clique. In Irs* than eight months this association with the 
radicals and the reformrrs paid dividend*. 

The revolutionary tendencies of the Socialist* riled the leadership of the par- 
«M organization, the A. F. of L. United Garment Workers Union. When the 
union met in national convention in Nashville in 1914 it refused to seat the Red 
delegates, who then proceeded to bold a rump convention The liberal* and 
reformer* promptly recommended that Sidney be made president of tbe new 
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organization Sidney, still in New York. accepted I hit it the Morv of Hill- 
man t pStnotnraat rise to leadershrp From apprentice pint* iuttrr to president 
of thr Amalgamated Clothing Workers > 

Tb» Miriiit nature of thr Amalgamated »ii evidenced it onie m tb« pre- 
amble to it* constitution whkh strewed the international "tUtu orugglt" a* * 
requisite to the sovsetizing of th« world and declared that "el*** conv Mutum 
will pat tlx organized working rlats in acttul control of thesysietn of produc- 
tion, and thr working <lan will ihrn ■•<• ready to takr possession •>! it" 

Thr Ltuk Committee at thr New York Stair I rgnlaturr aftrr investigating 
Sidney'* anion, reported that it ia in reality an industrial arm of the Socialist 

The history of Amalgamated it the history of a new and ruthless technique 
in strike* that not only ihook the clothing and allied trades hut fixed upon ill 
other Industrie! the dread of revolutionary tactic* 

But rust as Hdlman made his tint step to power in the 1905-1906 Russian 
revolution, so hu fust major success in the United State* was through World 

1 jj hi* present-day triumph in getting hit throttle-hold on New LVal 

Washington was made possible through trploitation of the exigrncse* of World 
War II 

Hillman was introduced to the White Houac in 1918 by Felix Frankfurter, 
then one of the numerous reformers" surrounding President Wilson and now 
Justice of the U S Supreme Court and Machiavellian "advisor" to the Prrsideni 
and the Palace Guard. Hillman became "important " He was able to deliver 
an ultimatum that uniforms for the armed forces of World War I would be 
made by Amalgamated — or else Wilson accccdcd — just as C ommander-i»- 
Chief" Roosevelt unconditionally surrendered to the same ultimatum.

In later years, with Amalgamated fundi he established "labor" banks. 

tabor" colleges. Tabor" <oopetatives. "Ubor" bousing projects and a "Ubor" 
unempJoymrnt insurance plan Tbe "<ollefe»" became revolutionary training 
centers ihe housing projects were inhabited by tbe ' bourgeome" because the 

workers" could not afford to pay the rent demanded, and tbe unemployment 
insurance plan, after 10 yean of "reform" bckos pokus exploded as just an- 
other racket when coutt proceeding disclosed that the funds collected had been 
used for quite other purposes than that foe which the workers believed their 
money was to be used 

Amalgamated fundi were also donated to Red Russia and Red Spain, to 
Drookwood Labor College branded as Communistic" by the A V of I. . to 
the Communist Party and in support of what tbe Communists called theit 
first lesson in revolution" in America — the Passaic strike. 

And. in the name of bis wifr. Bessie Abramowitz. Sidney lontnbutcd 
$>.000 00 to the support of the Jrwuh Communist newspaper. The Frtthett 

Hill man's trips to Moscow, the fountainhead of Marxism, snd his visit to 
the Kremlin and to Lenin, little tin God of modern Communism were also 
responsible for these sovieti/ing ventures and gifts to Red causes 

Having long had an urge to participate in some way in the momentous revo- 
lutionary developments in bis Russian homeland. Sidney, in early 1921. sent 
William Z Foster to Moscow to represent the Amalgamated Textile Workers, 
which Hillman had organized in 1919 with Paul Blanshard as General Organ- 
izer

This recognition front the Great Red f'athrrs was too much and the pro* pert 
of a session with Lenin in thai gorgeous throne room of the Gear's palace was 
irresistible. Accordingly. Sidney began to grrasr bis tray lain the Kmnlin with 
gifts of money, food, machinery and supplies, paid for with hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars of anion funds, "to help the starving Russians." Then he caught 
the nest boat. 

Once in Moscow, be had not one bat three chummy confirmees with Lenin 
He talked with Leon Trociky He met the brads of thr Soviet Government Ht 
saw Karl Radek and Goldfarb Petrovtky He exchanged greetings with Farl 
Beowdrt who was there "on business.'* 

A few months latrr in Chicago be was telling the 1922 national convention 

of bis Amalgamated Clothing Workers about his trip to Ruuia abont what be 

said to Lenin and what Lmin said to him The long and short of it was that 
proletarian American workers were going to become rral capitalists in th* Soviet 
Union In other words. Hillman had been sold a bill of goods 

The big idea was that the Amalgamated would set up a Ruman Americas) 
Industrial Corporation and sell a million dollars worth of stock to American 
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workers The money wai to be "invested" in the Runua clothing indottry. 
The Soviet Government guaranteed to exploit" the Russian workers to a luffi 
eient dfpn Co insure the payment of intern* to lb* American investors 

To show hts faich In the soundness of chit capitalist enterprise. Nikolai 
Lenin booght two shares for S20.

Tbr Amalgamated paid (or manv a bouquet of flowers sent to hospitals and 
lor plenty of floral partes for "belored brothers'' and esteemed fellow workers" 
who had become "rxprndable" in the bloods campaign to eliminate internal 

Tbr Amalgamated likewise discovered that gangsterism wan effective in other 
dtrtctiooa. with the rranlt that "backward bosses'' also frit the t rushing impact 
of blackjacks, the sting of bullets, the agony ot searing and and thr sharp per- 
suasion of knives and razor blades. 

In December 1942 Sidney had to intercede with one of hu American Labor 
Party frirada. Charles Polctti. then temporary Governor of Nrw York t for 10 
days) , to sreare a pardon for a Communist rackrtrrr. one Alexander Hoffman— 
an official in Sidney's union— who had hern sent to prison for tsssng acid and fir* 
bombs in trying to persuade an employ rr that a anion contract would save htm 
a lot of fire I oases. 

Poirtti. in violation ol esublisbed precedent and procedure, signed the par- 
don and secretly released thr Communist goon A fetv month* feeler. PmiJnt 
Roatrvrtt as Cunnoeridrr in ■Chief comvmssmnrJ C/wr/es Polftli a eWixsr/ in the 
U. S. Army and ht it now tht Military Got vr nor of Rome. 

Repercussions of Amalgamated gangsterism rtbocd through (Ik New York 
and Federal conns, the office of Attorney General Francis Biddl*. and. it is popn 
larlv concluded . lb* White House itself in 194) dnnng the straggle between

When Govanor Drwrjr. u District Attorney. «u mvatigsting Nrw York 
rackets be wanted to question Lepkc about tlx murder of J manufsctara of 
boys' clothes back in 19)1 when Lcpke «u a soon for Hillman's Amalganuied. 
But Lcpke managed to keep out of sight. 

Thr manufaitura. one Guido Feacri. *u that to death in front of hit 
borne alta he had quarrelled with the Amalgamated, had cancelled hie union 
contract and had ban thrrawned by an official of tlx union. 

Etch in those day* Hillman wai powerful. 10 instead of taking bim into 
custody the police "ordoed him in" for questioning. 

Stdncy came to the police station with his Liwyrr. Fioallo LaGoardia. now 
Mayor of New York, and was questioned by Acting Captain Vincent Sweeney 
in charge of the Brooklyn detective bureau. Although it was an open secret that 
Lepkr had "done the sob" nothing came of the investigation. The whole thing 
was hushed up. 

Shortly thereafter however. LaGoardia. as the new Mayor of New York, 
made Swacey a Magistrate, an important and unusual appointment for • police 

oflbcf 

When Tom Dewey cam* along and his slruths go< hot on l.rpkc's trail thr 
gangita murderer surrendered to f ederal authorities through gangland** eonfi- 
dant, Walta Winched: pleaded guilty to operating a narcotic ring, and waa 
sentenced to H years in a Federal penitentiary outside of Drwry's jurisdiction 

But Dewey was persistent and eventually l.epkr waa turned era 10 the 
Brooklyn District Attorney and tried and convicted for another murder. 

Then Dinner Attorney William O'Dwya determined to break" the F errm 
cue Hr was using drtative* of thr New York police department, fn the middle 
of the investigation Mayor LaGoardia dracovcad what was going on. He or- 
dered the Police Captain in charge to submit a loll report to him. O'Dwya 
objected and. rather than obey the Mayor, thr Police Captain resigned. 

Asked about Lepke. O'Dwya said: "He's nothing bat a thug. Someone 
paid him I'm going to find oot who." 

But Mr O'Dwya never found out Commander - 1 n -Chtrt Rooitxvlt gtnt 
him « (omtniiMton in thr U S At my Hr is now Bng Gen William O Dwytr. 
Military Admimutntar in Italy. 

Afta being sentenced to the clause chair. Ixpkr was returned to Fedaal 
custody where be would have remained in comparative comfort and safety bat 
for the election of Dewey as Governor of New York. 

As the execution date ncated. Governor Dewey made a formal demand oa the 
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Department of Justice for Lepke'* surrender, but Attorney General IWdle. on 
the basil of on* of hit many strange interpretations of the law. refuted to com- 
ply WiiKhrH implied (tut a "deal" had been madt with Lepke and the govern 
mint should livr up to it- 
There were ugly mrnon. howc«r, and veiled hintt rvrn ctrpt into thr news- 
papers that th« (ornament was afraid to surrender Lcpkr for frar that in tx- 
change for bit lift the notorious union racketeer, dope peddler and mordent 
would "Ktueal" to Dewey and implicate a trading national labor leader" and 
"a prominent politician " 

For moeitht the controreny raged and the execution date waa portioned 
again and again and again until the acandal threatened to do irreparable damage 
to the Administration politically. Then, when the ineritbl* could bo longer be 
postponed. Lepke was surrendered to pay the penalty in the electric chair. 

Whrthrr he "talked" or carried hit secrets to the grare it known to but a few. 
If Lepke did talk, he told plenty; and if hit death-cell confession it made public 
during the 1944 election campaign it is certain that the American voter will the 
better be prepared to judge the character of the "leadership" promised by the 
Hillman CIO Political Anion Committee. 

Returning to the saga of Sidney'- Underworld gangsterism was no help to 
Hillman in fighting a depression. But political gangsterism was. For several 
Tears preceding the New Deal the Amalgamated had been weakened by a deterio- 
rating market and sharpened competition. Dot. come 19)). Sidney's old frirnd 
Feli« Frankfurter once more took him to call upon a President, f ranklin Delano 
Roosevelt appointed Hillman a member of the Labor Advisory Board of NRA 
and he became Roosevelt's No, I brainrtustrr in matters prrtaining to labor. He 
was also given Presidential appointments on the NY A. FLSB. NDAC OPM 
WPBand SPAB 

In 1919 Sidney Hillman was on# of the first, perhaps the first, public figure, 
to agitate for diplomatic recognition of Soviet Russia by the United States gov- 
ernment and his influence as a trusted Roosevelt advisor in 19)) was credited 
with having hurried along that eventuality. Now the Comrades looked again 
to Sidney as one of their champions. 

Although NRA was declared on -Constitutional by the Supreme Court, st 
serrrd Hillman long enough to enable him. with a little "intercession" by an- 
other old frirnd. Secretary of Labor Perkins, to achieve hi* greatest ambition — 
acceptance of him and hit Amalgamated back into the A. F. of L. This provided 
him with the opportunity to do some revolutionary boring-from-within. 

Once reinstated. Hillman lost no time in agitating petty diaaffectioni and 
temporary breeches of harmony into chronic malcontent and disunity. He did 
his work well. 

Soon thr A V .>! L wat in thr throet t a hitter battle on the issue of indoa 
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trial unionism vmu» craft uni>jnum. wnb Sidney trying hn b*»t to win a vic- 
tory for the Moscow parry liar " In this fight he had the hiking ol the vocal 
and aggressive Red horde* who had been directed by Moscow to infcltrste .nto 
lb* A. F of L. unions for ibr purpose of transforming ibr Federation into mi 
instrument of political and da« wit fur 

In the end. bowmr. the Red cause was decisivrly repudiated by the COB- 
Krrji.rf A. P. of L. leadership Hillman then turned defeat into victory by 
joining anti-Communist John L Uw« in otfanizinf the Com mitt r« foe Ind«_ 
trial Organization. How complete was hi* victory w«s «howu when the CIO 
blossomed oat under the control and domination of the Communist* 

Month by month Hillman became more powerful not only in the CIO but 
alto in the national political pkt«rt. Then John L. Lewis, rankled that bis 
United Mine Workers 1 $600,000.00 "contribution" to Roosevelt * second term 
campaign fund had not "paid off." turned against F D R and promised to re- 
sign from the CIO in the event of Roosevelt's reelection Lewi, kept hi* word, 
and Sidney took over Hillman selected Phil Murray a* the CIO" . new president 
and I hllman ha* mad* the major decision* in the ensuing year* Hillman u dots, 
hunt in the CIO today . . . dominant, but taking orders from the matter 
minding Comrades at Communist GH.Q.

[While in Russia they wrote to thru comrades Sieivin and Gladys Bishop tn 
Detroit: "We an more than just sympathetic toward OUR country (the Soviet 
Union) . we are ready to fight for it and its ideals Curry oh tkr fight for a 
£ari<-l America."] 

When America began its feverish plans for defense. Hillman wa. appointed 
a co- Director of the Office of Production Managamrnt to *rrrr at nominal iuist 
ant to but actual Political Commissar over Wat Production Director William 
Knudsen. former president of General Motor* In this position. Sidney was 
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,dully placed to carry on foe Moscow — and did. Whilt Director Knudsen wis 
attempting to speed up production. Sidney'* cohort i were succeeding tn »k>wing 
ti down. 

All America knew in 1 940- 1 94 1— despite President Roosevelt* "again and 
again and apis'* assurance — that the frantic effort to jet oat planet and mechan- 
ized war equipment was not only to aid Britain bat was foe oor own use as an 
inevitable bclligrrant But the Hitler-Stalin pact was still on. the Comrades had 
a patriotic duty to fulfill. 

Hillman was specifically charged before the Senate Defense Committee on 
May 27. 1941 with deliberately instigating the Vultee Aircraft strike, the first 
major CIO strike to paralyze oor plane prod act km, and with blocking all at- 
tempts to break Communist domination of Boeing Aircraft where the produc- 
tion line was being wrecked by the "class struggle." The same day. the Wis- 
consin Employment Relations Board found the Hillman-dominated CIO guilty 
of sabotaging production of mechanized equipment by the 76-day mike at the 
Alln-Chalmers plant, the most destructive angle stoppage of military prepared- 
ness and gravest act of sedition in World War II. 

If one were disposed to question whether Hillman's allegiance would be to 
the United States or to the Communist cause, even in time of war. a surrey of 
his aides in the War Production Board should make the answer easy and definite. 

Among his most trusted and active assistants were. Eli Oliver, one-time bead 
of the CIO Labor's Non -Partisan League and subsequent directing chief of the 
Communist -Socialist coalition American Labor Party: Jacob Baker, long a 
leading publisher of Communist literature and one of Harry Hopkins' Deputy 
WPA Admniatratora: Herbert Harris (Isador Horwuz). former Communist 
organizer and eventually Hillman's personal press agent : Dr. David J. Saposs, 
twice barred by Congress from the government payroll as a Communist, and 
Emit Jack Lever, Communist agitator who endeared himself to Hillman when, 
in a public speech, he ridiculed the American worker foe passivity and declared:

But if wat juti 
a private family fight. Now they are on another honeymoon together. 

Sidney Hillman it a human chameleon He changes hit ideological complex- 
ion to tuit the occasion and to nit himtclf.

Other form of trade onionitm It has "rrvoliillouanr Inspirations,** they boast- 
ed: "Its altimatr purpose U revolutionary.** thev said: it it a "factor in the 
una! nun action for the conquest of power." thry declared: and it implies, they 
asserted, the ending of the "capitalist parliamentary state"— in other words, if 
promulgates and foments the destruction of oar government. 

As soon as the convention was over the Communists started a campaign to 
reorganize American labor on an industrial union basis, to overthrow the gov- 
ernment by revolution and to set up a "Communist Commonwealth" — or as 
they currently phrase it — a Soviet America. 

Immediately they began Co "bore-froen-within" the American Federation of 
Labor and met with such success that, in self defentr. the loyal American unions 
were forced 10 take measures to purge their ranks of the destructive Communist 
influence. Thoutands of Red agitators and propagandists were eipelled during 
the neat few years. 

Tlx United Mine Workers of America became so alarmed over Communist 
activity that they caused an investigation to be made and in 1924 submitted to 
the United States Senate a report which said in part : 

"llir m.nrmrnl is aimrd not onls at the l.il>or unions but 
■t the rnlirr Industrial, social and poliliaj Uru.turr of it,, 
country, and with the single aim of rsriiliuilh establishing a 
Sot irl dictatorship In the I'nllrd Stair* . . .** 

The United Mine Worker* were right. Foe rust two years before, in 1922. 
government agents haJ raided an illegal Communist convention being held on 
the tan J dunes of Lake Michigan near Benton Harbor and had seized documents 



One significant item now in the Federal archives in Washington is a copy of 
a report by one of Soviet Russia's secret agent* in Amrrica who had been direct- 
ed to make a survey of the possibilities of "boring-from-within" the A F. of L 
to establish industrial unionism In 1921 he reported to his Moscow masters

Another prize exhibit is Charlotte- G*tr. who left a $6,500 00 job with the 
War Manpower Commission to become PAC regional director at New York. 
She was formerly head of Hall House. Sidney * social service alma matrr in Chi 
cago. While in charge of New York's Home Relief Bureau the permitted the 
Communist* to assume virtual control. 

Practically *peaking. PAC is not a labor outfit. It does have a facade of top 
flight CIO unsonecrs. but behind the scenes it is staffed almost exclusively by

How — and why — high salaried government officials and other "essential" 
employees came to be released when all other workers are practically "frozen" la 
their present jobs is an interesting question 

That CIO-PAC is merely a •front" for subversive Left Wingers and govern- 
ment pay rollers is evidenced in the close contact maintained by telephone, tele- 
graph and personal visits with New Deal officials and the White Mouse Palace 
Guard, pins the complete cooperation extended by the Communist press 

PAC has been using the telephone overtime while ordinary citizens are im- 
plored to limit their calls to five minutes to help win the war Even Mrs Roose- 
velr by her overtime calls from "Soviet Sidney" and "Beany Baldwin" it put 
in the position of placing "political action" above "winning tlx war." 

That goes too for telephonic exchanges between PAC and David K Nile*, 
bom Neyhns. and Jonathan Daniels, two of President Roosevelt's political sec- 
retaries "with a passion for asininity."*'

In a recent Dies Committee report a total of 77 f ederal employees in 17 
departments and agencies, including the Department of Janice, are listed as hav 
ing been "in frequent communication" with officials of PAC during the primary 
campaigns.

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General BiddJc ofmd evidence thai each calla were tr.idc during penodt of tn 
teoar pre-election activity in Alabama where the Die* Committee Vice Chairman. 
Joe Start** wat defeated; in Idaho where Senator D. Worth CUtk lo« tbe elcx- 
lion, and in Tcxaa wbm Chairman Din wa« PACprrwired out of the raa. 

PAC telegram* alio were highly illuminating Som« were directed to govern- 
ment employee* and in a lorn which ro wetted that PAC waa already running 
the government On March 1. 1944. to cite a typical inatance of thia inaoknt 
attitude. P. G Beck of the FSA office in Indianapolis received a wire which read:
